Sparks from r. Mark 

Several weeks ago in the bulletin, there was an article on the new 
Roman Missal, which we will begin using in our liturgies beginning with 
Advent 2011. This third edition of the Roman Missal is the ritual text 
containing prayers and instructions for the celebration of the Mass. In the 
coming year, we as a diocese, will be working together to implement the 
new Roman Missal. 

Priests and deacons of the Diocese have been meeting in deaneries 
the last several months; studying The Constitution on the Sacred Liturgy 
(,Sacrosanctum Concilium). The Constitution on the Sacred Liturgy was the 
first document produced by the Second Vatican Council, and probably the 
most influential. 

To be honest, it has been quite refreshing to return to this 
foundational document the last several months for reflection. The Fathers 
of the Second Vatican Council directed that the treasures of the Bible were 
to be opened up more lavishly, providing a richer fare for the faithful, at 
the table of God’s word in the liturgy. The spirituality of the Constitution 
on the Sacred Liturgy highlights that we as God’s people must have a 
passion for Scripture. 

This year, as a parish community, we are trying to delve more 
deeply into sacred Scripture as a parish family. 

As we prepare for Christmas, I invite you as a family, to Lectio 
Divina, by reflecting on the word of God, that he may warm our hearts 
with his love and his presence. 

Lectio Divina ~ Luke 2:1-14 

This is how the birth of Jesus Christ came about. When his mother Mary 
was betrothed to Joseph, but before they lived together, she was found with 
child through the Holy Spirit. Joseph her husband, since he was a righteous 
man, yet unwilling to expose her to shame, decided to divorce her quietly. 
Such was his intention when, behold, the angel of the Lord appeared to him 
in a dream and said, "Joseph, son of David, do not be afraid to take Mary 
your wife into your home. For it is through the Holy Spirit that this child 
has been conceived in her. She will bear a son and you are to name him 
Jesus, because he will save his people from their sins." All this took place to 
fulfill what the Lord had said through the prophet: Behold, the virgin shall 
conceive and bear a son, and they shall name him Emmanuel, which means "God 
is with us." When Joseph awoke, he did as the angel of the Lord had 
commanded him and took his wife into his home. 

Lectio — Listen: What Word or phrase catches my attention? 

Meditatio—Reflect: What is God saying to me? 

Oratio — Respond: What response is emerging within me? What is God's 
invitation to me? 

Contemplatio — Rest: Let God's Word rest within me.
